The Jap an ese are in control of the 
Gulf of Liaotung and should tie* sta te ­ 
ment 
in the dispatch from Mukden 
prove to be correct, it would tend to 
indicate that they are landing troops 
a t Shanhaikwan, 
using the 
railway 
and transporting them to Sinmintun. 
T h e strategic im portance of the pos­ 
session 
of the railway, 
which was 
sought by th e Russians early in the 
war.
